THE SEX RATIO |E 


Economic Importance 
~ Of Control | 


— 


Ags subject tor hts presidential | 
address’ to the Zoology Section, 
Professor F. A. E) Orew, of Edin- 
burgh, selected, “The Sex Ratio.” 
He began by saying that the 
“gtatistical Review” of the Re- 
gistrar-General was » one or the 
most interesting zoological papers 
to appear each year, as “a pro- 
gress report of a vast and exciting 
zoological experiment ° which we 
are’ conducting, scientifically or 
otherwise, with "ourselves, as the 
expérimental’ material.” 


The, chief obvious features con- 
cerning the sex ratio in this coun- 
try were that, more males were 
born than females, but that after- 
wards the males’ death-rate was 
higher. The. facts were explicable 
on. the ‘assumption that the 
primary sex ratio (the tagio at 
conception) was: about 120 males 
to 100 females, but that the males 
were more delicate at all ages. In 
late adolescence numbers of. the 
sexes were equal, and in maturity 
the females out-numbered the 
males, until, among people of 85 
and over women Were more than 
twice as numerous as men. 

The greater delicacy of the male 
“tn man,. Professor Crew ‘pelleved, 
was an Instance of a general prin- 
ciple applicable to the male sex 
In all organisms, "and due to tne’ 
male , having a higher rate “of 
métabolism, which. made him less 
resistant to unfavourable ‘con- 
ditions. 7 . i 

The sex ratio at birth. was “an 
Instrument of ,precision by which 
a buman society may measure the 
quality of its structure,” a yard- 
stick to determine thé success of 
social services and health mea- 
sures. The equality of ‘the sexes 
{n early. maturity’ Professor Crew 
regarded as having been brought 
about about by adaptive adjust- 
ment of primary sex ratio and 
differentlal sex mortality’ to give 
equal ‘numbers of ‘males and 
femaiey at the optimum period 
for reproduction. The precise sex 
ratlo.of a species must ‘not be 
regarded as a biological accident,

NGINEERING 
AND RESEARCH 


Clearing-House For 
Results Needed 


Sir Alexander Gibb delivered the 
presidential “address in the » En-, 


gineering Section on “Research In |, 


Engineering.” ° ; 


he said, was-of quite recent date. 
In 1910 the eleventh edition of 
the “Encyclopaedia Britannica” 
was able'to dispose of the subject 
in rather less than half a para- 


lative in tHe past years, Govern- 
ment, however, had been more 
farseeing than the general public, 
and began to help in a small way 
from the middie of the nine- 
teenth century, Generally speak- 
Ing: Industry in ‘this, country had 
not realized the importance of re- 
search and its attitude waa almost 
hostile till the War. 

Sir Alexander Glbb proceeded:— 
“Co-ordination and. ¢a-operation 
have done much to link together 
‘the yarlous elements, but there 


has as yet. been .no general na- 


tional plan. For totalitarian States 
such things are not so, difficult, 
but for that. reason democratic 
countries too’ must organize and 
co-operate more closely than: ever 
before. Groups of* unrelated, often 
competitive. bodies . cannot be 
really effective. In my opinion, 
the time must come when every 
jtesearch organization’ will: be link- 
ed by some form of affillation ta a 
central ‘controling body. This 
would become inevitable in time if 
only to. prevent hopeless overlap- 
ping and duplication, with atten- 
dant waste of energy, time, and 
money, There is another direc- 
tion where ventrallzation ts equally 
nécessary.—publication. At. pre- 
sent if the results of research are 
not kept as trade secrets they are 
often broadcast in such multi- 


tude of journals, books, -papers, 


addresses, &c., that It fg almost 
{mposstble for one who Js studying 
any, particular branch ‘to. avbld 
unwittingly covering ground al- 
ready covered by previous workers. 


SCIENTIFIC PERIODICALS
